The Good Templars are 
drowning out many good topers If they 
can keep “Yuba Dam,” “Eaxy, ' and “G 
Washington Bricks' under water as long 
as Jonah sucked a straw in the whale's 
belly without killing lhem.it will prove 
that tbe Templars are a good institution, 
and that the day ot miracles has not 
passed awuy. 

It is the misfortune of great men — of 
men who surpass or subdue mankind — 
that they must look down upon the hate 
of those below. I am not the first to call 
your attention to this fact. It is grace- 
fully referred to by the late Lord Byron. 
There is no altitude to which earthly 
greatness may ascend that is too far heav- 
enward to be reached by the tireless wing 
of slander. I can testify to this fact my 
self. “Be thou”, gays one to whom all 
things were known, “as pure as snow and 
chaste as the icicles that hang from a 
house in Chicago, and thou shall not 
'scape calumny." Whenever it becomes 
necessary to add the weight of my testi- 
mony to his, it shall be immediately forth 
coming. 

These are times that stagger the philos- 
ophy and the faith of him who most 
strongly confides in the promise Of a 
speedy coming of the millennium. With 
all my high-wrought, unshaken confi- 
dence in your moral purity, fellow-citi-

I think, must be the perfection of sensual 
enjojmeot, so closely does it border upon 
spiritual devotion. 

Sometimes, when stricken with the fear 
that this suushinc cannot last always, or 
perhaps discovering a higher excitement in 
endurance aud privation than this holi- 
day existence affords, I am ready to re- 
spond fervently to that petition of Philip 
of Macedon, who, terrified at an overplus 
of happiness, appealed to Jupiter in this 
wise: "In return for so many blessing*, I 
pray thee send me as soon as possible some 
slight misfortune.”

riiciuiiatic Kiiili aads. 

[Mr. Bricks presents bis compliments 
to tbe editors of the Jodrxal, and ven- 
tures to hope- that they wilt be kind 
enough to insert, as an editorial, in Sun- 
day morning s paper, the following able 
and exhaustive article on the subject ot 
pnuematic railways, believing, as he does, 
that it contaius much information that 
will be uew, not only to the correspondent 
for whom it is intended, hut even to the sci- 
entific:] 

A correspondent — evidently a youthful 
one — writing from Fayette county, under 
the signature ot “Beuben ", says he has 
recently seen in one of the newspapers 
that they are about to construct a pneu- 
matic railway in the city of New York, 
and requests us to explain, for his espe- 
cial benefit, what a pueumalic railway is. 
With this request we comply with a re- 
markable degree of cheerfulness. As we 
have studied the subject thoroughly, and 
are familiar with all its details, he could 
have applied to no one who is better pre- 
pared to give him the information he 
seeks. As we shall necessarily employ a 
number of scientific terms and technical- 
ities, it will be well enough for our cor- 
respondent to study this explanation with 
several reliable dictionaries and a copy 
of Shakspeare within reach. 

The term pneumatic means — but it 

does’Dt matter here what pneumatic 
means. The meaning will naturally leak 
out in the end. When a man determines to 
construct a pneumatic railway, in New 
York, for instance — which he rarely does, 
by the way — he first organizes hunself, 
together with such of his friends as have 
ary money to lose, into something re- 
sembling a joint-stock company, and then 
proceeds to buy a sufficient number of 
votes — the cost of which is a mere trifle 
in a market so well stocked as Albany — to 
secure a charter from the Legislature. 
In some of the States, legislative privi- 
leges of this character are bestowed gratu- 
itously upon the applicants, while in others 
they are usually paid for. The sums thus 
received are what the legislators, if forced 
to name them, would call perqui- 
sites. Upon the statutes, however, 
they bear a different name. It is 
very impolite to mention these sums in 
the presence of a legislator after the busi- 
ness has been concluded. You should 

particularly hear this fact in mind if you 
should happen to fiod yourself traveling 
through New York or Pennsylvania. 
But to return to the president of our joint 
slock company. Having secured a char- 
ter for bis enterprise, he then fixes the 
termini of the road, of which there are 
usually two, and proceeds to scoop out at 
each of them a large hole in the ground, 
to the exact depth he wishes the bed of his 
railway to he below the surface of the 
earth. This done, he excavates a tunnel 
from one terminus to the other, which he 
lines and arches with brick, and along the 
bed of which he lays his cross-ties and 
rails. He now bas what you would be apt 
10 consider merely an ordiuarp under- 
ground railroad, and is ready for the cars. 
These are made so as to lit the tunnel 
pretty nicely, each with a belt of blacking- 
brush, or, to speak more scientifically, 
with a broad hand ot bristles, or some- 
thing of that sort, extending around 
it, just as a soiled handkerchief extends 
arouud your leg when you have harked 
your shins against a trundle-bed while 
stumbling about in the dark. This im- 
mense brush, as it may technically be 
called, and which may cover the whole 
outer surface of the car if necessary, or if 
the supply of materials holds out, touches 
the tunnel at all points, and is intended 
simply to stop it up, as it were, and keep 
the air from escaping. In point of fact, 
it is intended to serve pretty much tbe 
same purpose as the “patching” around 
the halls of the old rifle with which your 
esteemed lather used to he so successful 
at shooting-matches long before you were 
boro. Having placed the car on the 
track at one end of the tunnel, the air is 
pumped out at the other end, thus creat- 
ing what is called a vacuum, and as a 
vacuum is an intruder upon the 

premises of Nature for which she 

entertains a repugnance amounting 

almost to absolute disgust, she 

instantly makes up her mind to extermi- 
nate it on the spot, and for the want of an 
instrument of destruction better suited to 
the business, she suddenly hurls the car 
into it for that purpose. Thus, in seeking 
to gratify an antipathy, the reason for 
which she herself would be at a loss to 
explain, she suffers herself to be made a 
tool of by the management of the road and 
unwittingly does the work of a loeorno- 
motive, receiving therefore no higher com- 
pensation than the mere momentary plea- 
sure of gratifying a passion she is 
unabie either to justify or ex- 
plain. Let this be a warning to you, 
“Reuben.” Our antipathies are often un- 
just and absurd, and if they be not curbed 
and restrained, may sooner or later cause 
us far more trouble than Nature experi- 
ences in being forced thereby to propel 
the cars of a pneumatic railway.

Al- 
though I never served as an experienced 
cook, except in my own bouse, I am free 
to say that I consider it one of the great- 
est accomplishments that a lady can pos- 
sess; aud I am very proud of my small 
knowledge of the art.

I have asked myself what all that rig- 
marole meant, or what it had to do with 
Colored Petticoats. But when I reflected 
that your name was Bricks, I thought 
that perhaps you might be carrying a 
heavy load of “(he article” in your hat 

My goodness! what do I care whether 
you love or hate the people from whence I 
sprung? You say that the Pilgrims were 
not the kind of folks you would choose to 
people a new colony. Here s a smart 
chance for some “high strung” Southerner 
to ship a cargo of “social evils ' to the dry 
Tortugas. There are plenty of Cavaliers 
there to found a colony after your owa 
heart. Y'ou can christen them the F. F. 
V.’s or Fugitives From Villainy. I cannot 
in this article enter into the merits or de- 
merits of the Stuarts or Cromwells. So 
far as my knowledge of historical facts ex- 
tends, the Smarts were a vile race, and I 
suppose that Cromwell thought that the 
eod of their rule “justified the means.

LETTER FROM FLORIDA 

A KENTt CEIAX'S IMPRESSIONS. 

Gainesville, Fla., March 26, ls€8. 

To the Editor of the Western Rnralist: 

Dear Sir;— Since our last communica- 
tion we have been translated from Gordoo. 
Georgia, via Savannah and Jacksonville, 
to this very interesting locality, and would 
have sent yon a communication sooner 
bnt for the want of items of interest 

Gainesville is a high and dry town, with 
very sandy streets, a large proportion of 
whisky shops, and very few attractions ex- 
cept the delightful climate, which, in this 
section, is far preferable for invalids to 
that of Jacksonville or other towns on the 
rivers or coast The land, with the ex- 
ception of that which is known as ham- 
mock land, is generally sandy and poor 
and worth but little. 

The climate is such as no one can furm 
a just conception of without coming in 
person and breaching the balmy air and 
enjoying the glorious sunshine of the 
“Land of Flowers, so called. The at- 
mospheric changes are generally slight, 
though we bad a variation from the rule 
iwo weeks ago, when the thermometer 
ranged from to 3 to fj®. 

The great objection to this delightfu, 
climate is the “rainy season, which usu- 
ally lasts all summer and sometimes long- 
er, and during this time the State is quite 
unhealthy. But for this, and the enervat 
ing influences of the hot weather, one 
could make here, in the beautiful magno- 
lia woods, a home that would rival the 
Eden of the olden time. But alas' the 
land of flowers is a land of wild flowers, 
and the few cultivated localities form the 
exceptions and not the rule, for Flor- 
ida is yet, comparatively speaking, an nn- 
c-nltivated forest, and several hundred 
thousand acres of land, lying along the 
railroad from Fernandina to Cedar Keys 
is now advertised to be given away in lots 
of 20, 10, and SO acres to any one who will 
settle on and cultivate his respective sec- 
tion for two years. Here is a chance for 
poor men who can stand hot weather. 

There is a remarkable want of enter- 
prise among the inhabitants of the inte- 
rior, one evidence of which is the senreity 
of both fruit nnd vegetable, in a country 
where snch things can be bad all the year 
round. 

At home the “gudewife " plants her gar 
den seed in early spring, and assiduously 
protects the young plants from frost for 
weeks, that she can have early vegetables. 
But here, where the frost is not in the way. 
strange to say, vegetables are very scarce, 
and, though fruits can be raised in abun- 
dance, oranges, lemons, and the Shad 
dock grape fruit are brought a hund/ed 
miles and sold at high prices in Gaines- 
ville. 

Some specimens of this grape fruit 
weigh five pounds and measure twenty five 
inches in circumference. The rind re- 
sembles that ol the lemon somewhat, and 
the shape is tbat of a rounded cone — lik • 
the Flemish Beauty pear. 

The fruits which can be raised here are 
as follows. Oranges, lemons, citrons. 
Shaddock grape fruit, guava, Japan plums, 
olives, figs, peaches, plums, nectarines, 
cccoa nuts, bananuas, pine apples, carobs, 
jujubes, prunes, dates, tamarind, and na- 
tive and foreign grapes. Also, almonds, 
pecans, pistachio, plantain, mulberry, 
blackberry, and strawberry. 

Peach trees, raised from seed here, bear 
well sometimes, bnt trees transplanted 
from a more northern latitude, as proven 
by experiments upon a large scale, prove 
worthless. 

Peaches bear here in June, and straw- 
berries in March, while vegetables can oe 
grown in the garden in January as well as 
in May. 

There had been no frost at Fernaadina 
on January S, and in this section frost is a 
very rare occurrence. 

Ihe absence of orange groves and other 
fruit trees is rather strange to one who 
bad formed enthusiastic ideas of Florida. 
But in our route from home we could see 
but few orchards of any description, and 
the indifference of many at home as to 
planting is well known, and since in our 
own sections the people do not plant their 
acclimated fruits only to a limited extent, 
the same discrepancy might be looked for 
i Lewhere. Some say "before the war the 
attention of the people was paid exclu- 
sively to negroes and cotton, and now 
they don't care for anything, bnt that is 
a poor way of excusing indolence, and 
there is somebody who came to Florida 
expecting to find fruits and flowers in 
profusion going back home with very dis- 
tinct remembrances of sand and unculti- 
vated pine lands, very dim impressions as 
to “fruits in profusion,” Ac., and some- 
what disappointed in a country which 
might produce so much and does produce 
so little. 

We found Jacksonville, however, to be 
a town of considerable interest, and one 
that promises to advance rapidly in pop- 
ulation and commercial interests. 

The Sl John river is wider and more 
beautiful than even our own classic Ohio, 
ils banks, both winter and summer, being 
clothed in tbe beauties of nature s own 
verdant green. 

It is a fact worthy of note that Northern 
capitalists are making profitable invest- 
ments and influencing the commercial af- 
fairs of the country to a considerable ex- 
tent, and it is a suggestion worth hearing 
that Scutfcern men in this State might and 
should Icok to their owa interests more 
closely. 

In concluding this communication, it is 
due to suffering humanity to say that, 
from both observation and information, 
carefully weighed, the advantages of the 
climate of Florida, especially that of the 
interior, makes it par excellence of the 
American climate for consumptives dur- 
ing the greater part of the year, and the 
majority of invalids coming here m the 
first and second stages ot ibe disease im- 
prove within a few weeks after arrival, 
and, if not greatly debilitated by their 
journey, begin almost at once. 

Accommodations are. however, not of 
the best, as a general thing, and are un- 
necessarily high-priced and sometimes 
exorbitant, when the plainest fare is 
placed before the hungry traveler. 

Of one thing you may rest assured, and 
that is, that in the school geographies of 
the United States it will never be recorded 
tbat “the people of Florida are remarka- 
ble for their industry and hospitality, as 
it has been of other more hospitable peo- 
ple, but there are some good and true men 
in Florida for all that. 

We are now in the piney woods, among 
green trees, shrubs, and blooming flow- 
ers— all contrasting strangely and pleas- 
antly with the brown oak forests of our 
own native hills. The air is as mild and 
balmy as June, and the oaks have leaved 
out some time ago. 

The mocking bird builds in our yard 
and sings for us all the day long. The 
heliotrope, the jessamine, and climbing 
rose blcom on the trellised porch, and we 
realize that we are in the lairtf of flowers. 
And these things all “do very well to write 
about,” but there are others yet well worth 

remembering. 

Sunnyside (our present home)is a pleas- 
ant place, and Florida is a great State, 
and destined to be greater, but "glorious 
old Kentucky, I love tby very name, ' and 
we are “coming home." It is, therefore, 
likely when next you hear from us we will 
be de o volente again in the Green river 
hills.

The Truth about Ditkeot. 

In what wonderful freaks nature in 
dulges' What could have induced her to 
bestow such astonishing genius upon 
Charles Dickens? There are many good 
fellows and true gentlemen in England, 
any one of whom would, at least, have 
done her co discredit; and yet she selects 
a snob with a vast watcb-i hsit>, faultless 
clothes, and intense conceit to invest with 
qualities that almost elevate him above 
tbe human kind. He is a pre-eminent 
specimen of incomprehensible caprice. 
He writes most beautifully of domestic life 
and family affection, and quarrels shame- 
ull; with his wife. He composes books on 
the subject of mutual charity and kindly 
human sentiment, and then rillities shock 
ingly a whole nation because they show- 
ered favors upon him He is immediately 
great and immeaeurably small. He has a 
genius that stands next to Shakspeare s, 
and a meanness worthy of Gride himself. 
He wuujd be an offensive impertinence 
were it not for his extraordinary gifts. 
Hie fertility of novelistic invention is ex- 
bauatlees, hie individuality of representa- 
tion is astounding, and still he does not 
seem to comprehend the characters he,has 
produced. His genius compels him to 
write and eliminate a certain result, but 
the author fails to understand his crea- 
tion. 

It is simply lamentable to hear Dickens 
read. His pronunciation is had enough; 
his intonation, with tbe Cockney rising 
inflection at every impossible point, is 
dreadful; but his want of appreciation of 
these conceptions that be lias made liv- 
ing incarnations to tbe rest of tbe world, 
is almost painful. His Dora is a pert, 
disagreeable school girl, tbe little darling 
that we have loved and almost wept over 
becomes a nasty bread and butter miss, 
whose only redeeming quality is her stu- 
pidity. Sam. Weller, the immortal, inde- 
pendent Sam. becomes a bumble, cringing 
tiunkey; and old Peggotty, the honest, 
good, simple minded soul, is converted 
into a mere inebriated Jack Bunsby. 
Imagine poor old I’eggotiy raving 
about his "lost Em'ly" in a drunken strain 
ot mingled lamentation and violence; and 
conceive, if possible, how tbe man who 
produces such an effect in reading could 
have produced such an effort in writing. 
Tbe audience listened in a state of dazed 
bewilderment wondering whether Dickens 
ever wrote, or they ever read, wbat passes 
under tbe name of his authorship. They 
have a sincere sympathy for his inability 
to comprehend his own works, and feel 
like correcting him in his delineations, 
and pointing out the happy points or 
touching appeals in his books. If there 
was any one else to dispute bis claim of 
authorship, be would be condemned out 
of his own mouth. — .V I r . Citizen.

A Dreadful Affair in Fitt County. 

Jt. C 

On tbe morning of Sunday last one of 
the most awful and heart-rending scene’ 
transpired in our neighboring county that 
we have ever seen recorded, and which 
has thrown the entire county into a state 
of the wildest excitement and alarm. 

In atrocity and barbarity it exceeds even 
the most savage exploits of Sherman's 
bummers aud forcibly calls us back to the 
dreadful scenes aud incidents of the four 
years struggle, when all the most fiendish 
passions of the human race were excited 
and deeds were committed which we even 
now shudder to contemplate. 

The facts so far as we have been able to 
at certain them from all sources are as 
follows 

More than two years since a Yankee 
Lieutenant was killed in Pitt, while forci- 
bly attempting to enter tbe house of Red- 
ick Carney, of that county, and since that 
time many attempts have been made to 
capture Carney, who was directly charged 
with the killing, but without success, and 
tor many months the parties said to be 
implicated have been at large aud un- 
molested. 

Just before the recent election a cim 
pany of negro soldiers, under the com- 
mand of Major X. Lyman, of the U. S. 
Army, bad been sent from Goldsboro , a 
portion of whom remained at Greenville 
and the others were sent to Washington 

Just before day on tbe morning alluded 
to above Major L. with fourteen negro 
soldiers, eocompauied by Sheriff Foley and 
some negro pilots, surrounded the house 
of Redick Carney andidemanded a surren- 
der. 

At the time only six grown persons 
were in the house, consisting of the old 
man liedick and his wife, his son George, 
two daughters and a young man named 
Whitehurst, hie son-in law. 

On being refused admittance an en 
trance was forcibly effected and the party 
rushed in the house, headed by Major L., 
who, attempting to go up the stairs, was 
tired upon from above and seriously woun- 
ded in tbe arm 

They immediately fell back to the porch, 
when Whitehurst accompanied by the 
women came down and surrendered him- 
self. Boon after another attempt was 
made to go up, and in sodoing a negro sol- 
dier fell dead from the deadly aim of 
those above- Another retreat followed, 
the party rushing to one end of the porch. 
Whitehnrst, supposing it safest to remain 
as near as possible to hia captors, follow 
ed them and was fired upon by several, 
beiiig wounded in four places, most dan 
gerouely. 

Tbe house was then set on fire and was 
soon blazing furiously, wbeu George made 
an attempt to escape from the burning 
structure. He was confronted by a ser- 
geant, whom be shot dead, at tbe same 
instant fell a corps himself, pierced by 
many bullets He fell back into the 
flames but was dragged out by the sol- 
diers, much burned and mutilated 

The old man with heroism worthy of 
a better end obstinately refused to surren- 
der, preferring to die an awful death un- 
der tbe shadow of his own roof 

Fighting and defiant to the last, he met 
his fate with the bravery of despair and 
was entirely consumed in the Barnes of 
bis owq dwelling A few charred bones 
were all ever fuuad of tbe heroic old mao, 
He died as he had lived, an uttef 
stranger to fear or cowardice. 

Tbe house and all its contents were en- 
tirely consumed, the women saving only 
the clothes thfy bad on when they escaped. 
Before it was destroyed it was completely 
pillaged by the negroes and everything of 
value they could reach carried off. The 
Iri atmect of these unprotected and be- 
reaved women by these soldiers of the 
U. States is said to have been brutal in the 
extreme, one of them throwing an axe at 
Mis Carney, as she endeavored to escape 
fiom the scene of the bloody aud heart- 
rending tragedy. 

I- oley, the sheriff, was not to be outdone 
in brutality, and is said to have most 
grossly insulted Mrs Whitehurst, acting 
throughout the whole dreadful affair with 
the most heartless inhumanity. 

The soldiers returned on the “Cotton 
Plaut ' to Tarboro on Monday evening 
ai d immediately tjok the train for Golds- 
boro, accompanied by the bodies of the 
two who bad been killed. 

WLatever may have been the sins of the 
Carneys, they could never sanction this 
needless burning of a private residence in 
a time of peace, much lesB does it reflect 
any credit upon the bravery of fifteen 
armed soldiers, who were compelled to 
resort to this inhuman means of capturing 
three men, even though as brave and dar- 
ing as these were known to be. 

TLere was not the slightest necessity 
of burning the house. It was an act of 
inhuman warfare, besides being a plain 
confession of the cowardice of a strong 
party of armed men, who could not open- 
ly capture two men, but must burn them 
after the fashion of barbarous savages. 

Altogether it was most horribly dis- 
graceful.

“BRICK” POMEROY. 

A year ago, Brick Pomeroy was one of 
the most effective Democratic editors in 
tbe North He was bold, uncompromi- 
sing, and decided in the expression of his 
political views, and, as he stood up man- 
fully for the rights of all the States under 
the Constitution, be was endorsed aud al- 
most idolized by his Southern patrons. 
But Brick has not borne tbe’flood of pros- 
perity as we wish he could have done. 
He seems to think that his great success 
is the offspring, in part at least, of his 
uncommou vulgarity, and of his gross 
personal abuse of the dead. He became 
popular in the South, as we personally 
know, by his trenchant attacks upon po 
liticai follies and heresies— he is now ruin- 
ing his reputation by turning bis batteries 
against dead men and defenceless wo- 
men. 

No man ever lived, perhaps, who had 
fewer political tneuds in tbe South than 
Mr. Lincoln. But, notwithstanding this, 
there was no mau whose violeul death 
was more generally lamented among onr 
people. And ws have heard numbers of 
Brick Pomero) s Alabama subscribers — 
all of them, indeed, with whom we have 
at any time conversed — pronounce the 
treatment extended by his paper to the 
memory of Mr. Liucolo “a shame and a 
disgrace to civilization. The Southern 
people are not hyenas They never tear 
open the graves of either friend or foe to 
prey upon that which should he held sa- 
cred by all right-principled survivors — 
the faults of the dead. 

But as much as Brick's Southern sub- 
scribers resent his continued attacks upon 
Mr. Lincoln, they resent those he makes 
upon Mrs. Lincoln infinitely more; and 
we have yet to meet tbe man who will con- 
tinue bis subscription to the LaCrosse 
Democrat another year unless these un- 
manly, unworthy, ungenerous, unchristian 
assaults upon friendless women and the 
buried dead are discontinued. 

We write in this manner about Brick 
more in sorrow than in anger, but as a 
Southern journalist we have felt it to be 
due our people that their almost universal 
repudiation of these unmanly sentiments 
should be made known. If ‘ Brick" want! 
to retain his Southern patronage he must 
return to politics and let personalities, 
which have no connection therewith, se- 
verely alone. 

It is true, we have been an abused and 
despised people, and it is no doubt natu- 
i al that Brick should think that such 
things as he puts forth weekly are sooth- 
ing to the hitter hearts in Dixie. But he 
knows us not. W e are a brave and honor- 
able people, and, before we would acquire 
even liberty by acting a base, or dishonor- 
able, or unmanly part, would hug the 
chain ofbondage forever. Our treatment 
of the dishonoring terms offered us by 
Congress ought to have convinced every 
sensible man of that fact. We therefore 
repeat our warning to Brick, aud assure 
him that we will endorse nothing in others 
that we are too proud and too high-minded 
to do ourselves.

but is the basis of navigation and our 
note of time, and unites the striclnefe of 
uiath* matical reasoning with the most 
urlaiu calculation.

Thu* aruied we present ourselves at the 
massive building of Lgyp-ian architec- 
ture, which at one lime and another en- 
joys tbe honor of receiving a large share 
of the vagrants and criminals of this 
great Metropolis. Whether simply "dis- 
orderlies partaking of the hospitalities 
of the place for a few days amateurs in 
crime making a name for themselves in 
'he profession, or uieu who have studied 
"murder considered ns one of the fine 
arts, " they are al! versed in the mysteries 
of the “Tombs." 

As the outer iron gate is opened the 
keeper hands us a red ticket, saying im- 
pressively, “take good care of this ticket, 
don't lose it." So he means, I suppose, 
that, if we do, we can t get out again as 
easily as we might desire. Well, we didn t 
care about staying too long, not over 
oight any way, so the mysterious ticket 
finds a sate place in a vest pocket. 

The heavy stone floors, the solid walls, 
small wiudows and iron gratings set off 
th* -figures of the uniformed policemen an d 
the miserable faces of tbe wretches who 
look out through the bars as we pas9 along. 
"Give me a chaw of tobacco, sir ? 1 haven t 
had a bit for two days. A plug of tobac- 
co, or, better still, a bottle o( whisky, would 
do almost anything here. 

(Jn the right as we enter half a dotten ug 
ly forms are pressed against a large iroa 
door, there are fifty or a hundred more in 
there, but only a few al a time can so 
much as get their noses to the fresh air 
These are the ten d ays’ men, drunk and 
disorderly, and are working off' some of 
the effects of the rot-gut whisky in a room 
about ‘JOv.'iO, without a chair, stool, or seat 
of any kind. The room is high, ventila- 
ted, cleaned every morning, and whitewash- 
ed every week. They stay here all day 
and at night are taken into four large cells 
in each of which there are eight pieces of 
canvas, 2xfi feet, stretched on iron frames. 
The lucky ones grab for these bunks; the 
others, when they begin to feel sleepy, 
take the floor. Whether they take to it 
kindly is another question. Many of 
them seem to, for they come back again al- 
most as soon as the; get out. 

Just as we come to the door of these fen 
days men, the Warden opens it, aud calls 
off the names of half a dozen who have 
been found worthy of a position at Black- 
well e Island. One after another answers 
and comes out. “Don’t let any of those 
fellows come too near you,' says one of 
tbe keepers, kindly ; “they're thickly in- 
habited, and some of the lively little fel- 
lows may board you. The Warden locks 
the door on the filthy crow d, many of whom 
shake bands, not for friendship exactly 
but apparently for^lack of anything else 
to do, with those who are going away; 
he brings up his squad in his line, and 
tees that they are all right, and marches 
them across tothe “Black Maria. ' in which 
they are to have a free ride. They scram- 
ble in, some as if they were used to it, and 
ail as if they knew pretty well what to do, 
Rtd 66 tfi? iron w«gon, with the door J'.ad- 
locied and a grating for fresh air near 
the top rolls out through the ponderous 
gate, one is apt to imsgine that, though 
the words painted on the side are “Chari- 
ties and Correction," the main element is 
correction, there is not much charity 
about it, except that we should all be 
charitable towards them, wretches though 
they be, for many of them have been born 
end brought up iu nothing but wickedness 
and degradation, aud had little chance to 
know that there was anything else in this 
world. 

Near one corner is the “Boy’s Depart- 
ment,' where they have good quarters, 
comfortable beds, and a large washroom. 
“James Smith, for the Juvenile Asylum," 
calls out the keeper; James trots out, aud, 
though the officers of that excellent insti- 
tution will do tbeir best, it is doubtful 
whether James Smith s name will be many 
yiars out of the police reports after he is 
free again. 

“I ve only got seven days more to stay," 
t-ijes up a twelve year old. “I'm only in 
o ten days, and I've served tbr a days al- 
ready.” 

“What are yon in for?" 

“I m going it for another boy; he slung 
a stone and bit a man on the head, and 
the policeman got me. I was standing 
near where the other boy was. 

“How well do they feed you? 

“Dry bread and baot leg coffee twice a 
day. Sometimes they have mush, but we 
wont eat tbe mush, and make em give us 
bread. We don't have no meat, except 
when we work sometimes cleauing out or 
sweeping up. It's real boot-leg coffee." 

“See here, Jack' calls out the keeper. 
Jack goes slowly. 

‘What's that you're telling that gentle- 
man about not having moat? Don't you 
have meat?" 

“Y-e-s." 

“Don't you have all the meat you 
need ?” 

“Y-e s, s-o- m e t-i-m e-s!" 

THI CRIMINALS. 

In the centre of the open court is the 
four story building for the reception of the 
worse class of offenders. The single door 
leads to the ball running up aud down 
tbe centre, with the cells opeaing into it 
from either side. In one end are the con- 
victs waiting for their chance to go to Sing 
Sing. In the other one those newly com- 
mitted and not yet permanently located. 
In the first corridor above are those charg- 
ed with felonies, awaiting trial, in the up- 
per corridors are those guilty of minor 
offences and misdemeanors. No one is 
allowed to speak with any of the prisoners 
except by special permission, and those 
committed for less than fifteen days can- 
not be seen at all. But tbe Commission- 
ers are generally free to grant permits to 
friend of the prisoner, aud, during the 
hour wheu visitors are allowed inside, 
there are often many persons in the cor 
ridor9. The solid inner door of each cell 
is unlocked, and the prisoner can press 
his unhappy visage against the outer grat- 
ed door. Here one of them is earnestly 
conversing perhaps with bis boon com- 
panion in the broil for which he was com- 
mitted. Another, a miserable, villainous- 
looking creature, with a face such as pris- 
on bars seem intended to set off to perfec 
tion. grins and whispers through the iron 
with a friend as ill-favored ns himself. 
Here a woman — woman in sex, but not iu 
nature or feeling — has found a son or hus- 
band whom she has probably assisted in 
bringing to his present position. There 
another with bedraggled garments aud 
unkempt curls, a form and face which 
might have been handsome once, is stand- 
ing before a door through which the in- 
mate partly thrusts his skiDDy hand. 

The female departments are entirely 
separate from the male, and particularly 
uLder the charge of female keepers. 

Though not solargr, ‘hey are arranged with 
rather more regard to comfort, and there 
are always imnates enough, miserable 
creatures of crime and degradarioa drag- 
ged from the lowest purlieus of the 12th 
Ward and Five Points. 

The Tombs is rather a half way house — 
a sort of a halting place on the road. Tbe 
a sort of a hailing place on the road. The 
courts are the means through which thou- 
sands every year receive the punishment 
w hich society inflicts on those who violate 
its laws and its cells are the stopping 
places on the way. On the one side it ha* 
all the vicious, criminal New York; on 
the other Blackwell's Island, Randall's 
Island, Sing Sing, and the gallows. 

Just as we pass the outer gate into the 
tree air again, a crowd of hoys rush rouud 
the corner and up the steps to the en- 
trance. 1 he officers see at once what is 
the cause and clear the passage way. 

I here are heavy, quick steps approach- 
ing, there is shuffling and pushing, shout- 
ing and cursing, and two policemen drag 
along a drunken fellow mumbling and 
growling and disappear with him through 
a door over which is pasted, “For officers 
and prisoners only." Close on their heels 
comes another gang, and it lakes four men 
to carry the uncouth bloody creature, who 
struggled to break away without knowing 
what he is doing or where he is going. 
They disappear with him. The excite- 
ment is over. The boys give a few looks 
at the blank walls, ask "what is the mat- 
ter now, and start away. The police- 
men are used to rfuch things. Nobody 
cares.

Apropos of the lst|of May moving, we 
give our readers tome information in re- 
gard to the styles of house furnishing now 
most in vogue. 

Carpel*. 

Carpets are now sold at more reaaona- 
ble prices than at any time since the war. 
Small figures are preferred for the two ply 
carpets used for chambers. Light grounds 
of unfading colors and even white, it is 
said, will not show soil and use like darker 
green and crimson surfaces. 

There is a revival of the fashions of the 
Iasi century in furniture as well as in mat- 
lers of fee toilet. Deep, spacious sofas, 
with straight backs; large, square framed 
chairs, and ottomans with arms replace 
the curved divans and round arm-chairs 
so long in use. The same uniformity of 
color that now pervades a lady s costume 
l* Also seen in a tastefully furnished room. 
Walls, curtains, carpets, and furniture 
harmonize in shade. 

The woods most in favor are walnut, 
rosewood, and the curled maple. Muhog 
aD.v is scarcely seen at all. Silver-wood 
is maple stained to represent a light sil- 
ver gray. Curled maple that very much 
resembles oak and chesnut is made 
into chamber suits with walnut orna- 
ments 

Enamel*# Cbsmber Null.. 

Amorg tbe inexpensive styles of fur 
niture that come within the tneaug of peo- 
ple in moderate circumstances, the enam 
eled chamber suits are tasteful and sub- 
stantial. Suits consisting of bed, bureau, 
wash-stand, table, and chairs may be 
bought as low as 628, and as high as $22b 
Those at tbe lowest price are grained to 
represent oak. maple, and chestnut; the 
mirrors are small, and they are without 
marble tops. At a higher price some 
walnut is used in the decorations, and the 
most expensive are enameled as smooth 
and glossy as porcelain. There are white 
grounds, or light fawn color, French gray, 
China blue, and sometimes the deep l’rus- 
^ian blue. The decorations are bands of 
gilt, with medallions of flowers or a mon- 
ogram. French plate mirrors are used 
with these, and large slabs of the colored 
Italian marble, or, if preferred, the pure 
white marble from Brandon, Vt. called oy 
dealers statuary marble. 

It is objected to these painted suits that 
their light color is easily soiled and de- 
faced, but it may be as readily cleansed 
with soap and water without injuring the 
polish. We have seen a suit repaired af- 
ter being in use nineteen years, and made 
to look perfectly fresh and new For coun- 
try houses with painted walls this style of 
furniture is well adapted, as it may be 
made of precisely fee same shade as the 
walls, with drapery and carpets, present- 
ing a perfect harmony of color.

Walnut supersedes oak for diningrooms. 
High buflets of solid walnut are ornament- 
ed with bronze medallions of game, or fish, 
or of fruit. A large mirror is sometimes 
preferred at tbe back, as it displays silver 
to goed advantage. A massive side- 
board of three different grains of walnut 
bas a broad slab of marble from the Py- 
renees. 

W oeden mantles are being introduced 
for dining rooms and libraries They have- 
a warmer appearance than marble and 
seem more homelike. Drapery of tapestry 
like the curtains is arranged to fall from 
tbe mantle-shelf. A mantle of walnut made 
to match. 

Brown and green are favorite colors for 
libraries, with decorations on the walnut 
wood of steel and bronze, but not gilt 
Woolen reps, at $3 a yard, is used for up- 
bolstering of plain libraries^nd the band- 
some terry reps, at $0 a yard, for those 
more elaborate. Mantles are made cn 
1 suite with the book-cases. Low cabinet 
cases are preferred to those of ill conve- 
nient height with drawers underneath.

Heavy woolen reps is made up for par- 
lor furniture in the same graceful designs 
that are used for more expensive materi- 
als. T wo sofas, large and spacious. An 
arm chair for gentlemen, acrinoline chair 
for ladies, and four smaller reception 
chairs form a set that almost furnishes a 
small patlor. Etageres are out of style. 
Low cabinets of inlaid woods replace 
them. In corners of rooms are three- 
sided cabinet^, or pedestals, tor busts, in- 
stead of whatnots Mantle glasses reach 
to the ceiling, and are framed like the 
lorg, narrow pier glasses to match the 
furniture. Solid sheets of Belgian plate- 
glass fill the fireplace when grates are not 
used. 

Mails. 

Instead of branching hat-trees there are 
large mirrors heavily framed with walnut, 
with silver and bronze pegs at the sides 
for hats. Tbe base and umbrella racks 
-are of colored marble. Hall chairs and 
short sofas are of cane with walnut 
frames, and occasionally of solid wood 
elaborately carved.

On tbe 
whole, we incline to think tbat the royal 
parties were glad to get home — Troo 
l'rett.

One of the happiest men that ever jour- 
neyed a hundred miles from Michigan 
took tbe Toledo express on Saturday, at 
Fremont, bound for Toledo and hia home 
in Michigan.

He appeared to hare taken a long 
journey from “home” where he had been 
located for ten years and had scarcely lost 
sight of, and where be had lived “a happy 
old bach,” and never thought of matrimo- 
ny, although the fair Michiganders, who 
resided in bis neighborhood, had used 
heir best endeavors to induce him to 
make proposals for their hands ami hearts 
which they were prepared to accept after 
the usual amount of hesitation. But our 
triend was as blind and oblivious to their 
advances as a miser to a charitable peti 
don, bad no more idea of matrimony, to 
use his own expression, than a Uotcuiot 
And so feeling, he tumbled into bed and.

In that dream a vision appeared unto 
him. He arrived at a place in Ohio, which 
was called Fremont It appeared that 
soon after his arrival in that place he form- 
ed ibe acquaintance of a young lady, and 
that alter a short but happy courtship, he 
married her and returned to his home in 
Michigan, where he became wealthy, lived 
happily, and raised a numerous family of 
children, and in time trotted his grand 
children upon his knee. He then awoke; 
it was broad daylight, and his mother was 
at his door calling him down to breakfast. 

At tbe breakfast table he related his 
dream to the old lady, and she was deeply 
impressed with it. He told her it was bis 
intention to at once seek out the beautiful 
creature ol wbum he had dreamt, aud the 
old lady, believing there was a special pro- 
vidence in it, and being also a firm believ- 
er in dreams, advised him by all means to 
go and find her if he could, and if he 
couldn t find her to bring back au Ohio 
girl anyway, “for you know," said she, “the 
Ohio girls are right smart.” So John pack- 
ed up his little wardrobe and took the first 
trian out for Ohio, aud lost no time in 
reaching Fremont. 

When he arrived at that place he was 
surprised to discover that the sign at the 
depot, containing the name of the place, 
was an exact duplicate of tbe one be had 
seen in bis dream, and that tbe depot 
buildings aud general appearance of tbe 
city corresponded exactly with bis vision. 
Ur put up at tbe Kepler house aud began 
bis search For two or three days be was 
unsuccessful, but finally, just before he 
was on tbe point of returning home, he 
came face to face with a maiden at the 
post office, "'Tis she,’’ said he, all to him- 
self, and then he walked up manfully and 
told her his story; his dream, and of his 
place in Michigan, and frankly asked her 
to share bis lot with him. She said some- 
thing about its being sudden; she would 
rather wait a few days before giving an an- 
swer; but he was determined to have it 
there and then, and she dually said she 
was all his own. He accompanied her 
to her home and that evening he told her 
fond parents all abont it. Aud they pro- 
nounced it good. The day following they 
were married and at once commenced 
ibeir journey Micbiganward. 

The man was a fine looking fellow, and 
so happy that be coaid scarcely contain 
himself, lie protested rouudly that it was 
the woman be saw in bis dream that be had 
met and married, and that all, from first 
to last, had been exactly as he pictured in 
his dream. The lady was a pleasing ap 
pearing, comely looking lady, a few years 
younger thau the man, and seemed to be 
irim full of fuu and to enjoy the novelty' 
of the thing fully as much as her husband. 
Take them, all in all, they were well 
matched, and were, doubtless, mads for 
--ach other. He said only one thing was 
lacking to make his happiness complete, 
and that wss tbe fulfillment of the latter 
part ol his dream. 

This is one of the most strange matri- 
monial affairs we have ever seen or read 
of, and doubt it its equal has ever been in 
print. It is a proof that dreams oft-times 
foreshadow coming events. We hare of- 
ten read ot men dreaming of sudden 
deaths, and dying; but we do not know of 
a case where the incidents and characters 
were depicted and fulfilled as in tbe pres 
ent instance. It there is a parallel case 
on record we would like to hear it. 

Crxtous “Sxvinqs" or a Poor Woman. — 
A letter from Concord, N. H., published 
iu the Providence Journal, tells this sto- 
ry; 

“Mrs Clarissa Mills lately died in this 
city, aged about fifty seven years. She 
had been considered a poor woman, bard 
working and frugal, not only supporting 
herself, but also maintaining her husband 
for several years before his death. She 
lived in a small cottage consisting of two 
rooms and attic. This cottage she owned, 
and how thoroughly it must have been 
tilled will be seen by tbe following list of 
articles contained in it at tbe time of her 
death. All these things were sold at auc 
tion last w t ek. The sale attracted great 
attention, everybody being curious to see 
the odds and ends accumulated in Mrs. 
Mills's lifetime. 

“There were three hundred and sixty 
pairs of stockings (men’s and women's), 
many of them knit by hand; seventy-five 
sheets and sixty pi'low cases, many entire- 
ly new; one hundred and ten towels, not 
more than four of them of any one kind; 
nineteen braided mats, softie of them of 
very large size; five feather beds; twenty- 
five comfoiters: sixty-five bed quilts, of 
every variety of material aud pattern, all 
pieced and made up by herself; fifty-six 
chairs, no two alike, thirty-seven hand- 
kerchiefs, some of them marked more 
than thirty years ago; eighty under-gar- 
ments, twenty-six night caps (curious, 
old-tashoned things gome of them were); 
between forty and fifty dresses — silk, 
calico, and delain — among them her wed- 
ding dress, a kind of silk tissue, made 
with 'leg of mutton sleeves’ and ‘turban 
waist;’ one China tea set; eighty plates; 
ten sets of cups and saucers; five hun- 
dred and thirty-five pieces of glass and 
crockery ware; thirty-three buckets and 
pails: nineteen meal bags; three or four 
pataeols: Lalf a dozen thimbles; several 
pairs of spectacles, and two or three bu- 
reaus. tables, stands, Ac. 

“It must be remembered that all these 
'bit gs were accumulated by a poor wo- 
man, who, till within a few weeks of her 
death, wen! out to work by the day wash- 
ing, ironing, cleaning bouse, or anything 
by which she could earn a penny. Doubt 
ess many of these things had been given 
her instead of money for her work: but 
what imaginable use could many of them 
betoher? What, for instance, could she 
have done with seventeen dozen coi#<s? 
hose old-fashioned, high combs that 
have not been worn for thirty years at least. 
She seemed to hold on to everything 
whether of use or not and in a tin pail, 
wrapped ap in innumerable folds of paper, 
was someot her wedding cake, made more 
ihan thirty years ago." 

Mrs. Keckuct's Book —T he book re 
cently published by Mrs. Keckley, who 
was attached to the hous'e department of 
the goversraent of the late lamented, is 
having a rapid sale here, at very remuner- 
ative prices. Almost every one is anxious 
to get possession of Mrs. Lincoln’s senti- 
ments in regard to Springfield people; 
and, as there are several vicious stabs at 
some of our residents, the amicable inter- 
est is vastly heightened by the perusal of 
the book. Tbe oid chlo business — or the 
"case of the raiment of the widow of the 
martyr," in the phrase of the loyal — is 
fully Tentilated. I believe it bas never 
before been disclosed that a ring was 
formed here among Mrs. Lincoln's friends, 
and money raised to buy up tbe invoice 
which was sent to Brady, of New York, 
and thus put an end to the scandal. Tbe

Never- 
theless, as we have given full accounts of 
the fashions set for women bythe mantua- 
makers and the milliners, a few particu- 
lars concerning the spring styles of male 
wearing apparel are not out of place. 

DATS. 

Tbe spring style in hats is a consider- 
able reduction of the low bell crown. Dur- 
ing the coming summer white napped and 
pearl-colored napless hats of the same 
shape promise to be more general than 
la6t year, though preference will often be 
shown to the scull hat, or “round crown," 
still in vogue. Hats of thick straw, with 
narrow brims and wide black bands, will 
also receive attention. 

COATS. 

For full dress, the hotel waiter suit of 
black, with white necktie, continues in fa- 
vor.

An oc- 
casional innovator ventures upon a dark 
blue or deep claret coat, but he is a rarity. 
No metal buttons are used. Collars are

A decided tendencyto blue and mulber- 
ry is showing itself in Irock coats. Waists 
are becoming somewhat shorter. 

Morning cut away coats of cheeks, 
stripes, and fine figured cassimeres, with 
bindings, are still favorites. 

Mixed cheviot and check cassi mere are 
preferred for field sports, and for a riding 
dress a velvet cutaway is often seen. 

]t Hoys over six years of age con- 
tinue the short sacks now worn. Under 
that age they are continued according to 
maternal caprice. 

PANTALOONS. 

These garments continue their pro’est. 
against tbe pegtops of the puzt, by a ten- 
dency to tighten. They lie more fully over 
the boot than last year. Riding pantaloons, 
used with top boots, are of elastic cassi - 
mere, and button tight to the ankle. Walk- 
ing pantaloons continue the stripes down 
the seams, and are of colors according to 
taste Dress pantaloons are still black. 
Pockets are inserted across the top of the 
forepart, instead of in fee side seams, and 
sometimes there is a pocket behind. 

WAISTCOATS. 

For day costume, waistcoats are worn 
high, and are either collarless or with a 
narrow roll In full dress a low breast is 
continued, with a low roll caliar. Black 
cassimere or white Marseilles are the ma- 
terials of the latter. Those of fee former 
vary with taste, and correspond with the 
coat 

SHIRT COLLARS, BOSOMS, AND WRISTBANDS. 

The three-ply standing collar is a fa- 
vorite in full dress, and for day costume 
divides favor with the Byronic style. 

Shirt bosoms for party dress are elabor- 
ately worked, but simple in pattern. Day 
shirts, being much covered by high waist- 
coats, are plain and wide-plaited. 

A new caprice closes the wristband on 
tbe top of the wrist instead of underneath, 
from tbe fancy that the former mode in- 
terferes less with writing 
CRAVATS. 

The narrow neck-tie, with narrow ends, 
is still a favorite. A black silk tie is 
sometimes seen at parties instead of white; 
silk cravats still divide taste during the 
day time with silk ties. 

CLOVES. 

White and lemon-colored kid gloves are 
continued for evening dress, wife drab and 
russet in tbe morning. Light tints are 
preferred to the darker hues. 

BOOTS AXD SHOES. 

Toes are widening and heels are higher. 
Oxford ties and gaiters are still popular. 
Waterproof canvas is used for gaiters, 
trimmed with russet leather. The En- 
glish ankle-boot is still much worn. 

CANES AND JEWELRY. 

Csnes are but little used. They are light, 
aud are made of mounted Malacca, when 
carried merely for ornament. Parisian 
fops often head them with a deer s foot or 
an ankle in tortoise shell. 

The long neck-guardchain of last year 
is disappearing. Chains are worn shorter, 
and are attached to a high button-hole of 
the vest. They are often rich in precious 
stones and platinum, intermixed with 
gold. 

Too Mich Elei-uaxt. — O n Saturday 
night, after the closing exhibition at 
Bailey's Circus bad beeu given, the ani- 
mals were taken to the Michigan Central 
depot to be shipped to Chicago. The baby 
elephant was placed on a platform car 
preparatory to taking a trip Westward, 
and while he did not appear to relish the 
location much, he submitted to the ar- 
rangements that had been made for him 
with as much grace as compulsion gen- 
erally insures under such circumstances.

The Art oe Flying. — T he Brest 
(France) papers gay that a Captain La 
Bris, who has been engaged for a long 
time in constructing a gigantic bird, by 
means of which be is to fly through the 
air. is soon to begin bis experiments. 

The inventor is now engaged in placiRg 
the body of his bird in the Transatlantic 
Station. He has contrived a car to carry 
his bird to the platform of the artillery 
polygon, w here the wings will be attached. 
Each wing will be eight and a half yards 
long, and will be moved bj means of seven- 
ty-two pullies, tied by silk threads, con- 
nected with a tourniquet. After the first 
experiment tbe bird will descend ts tbe es- 
planade ofFort Napoleon, and thence tbe 
inventor proposes to fly. He will be pro- 
vided with a parachute to provide for bir 
descent, and pre'autions will be taken to 
receive him at sea in case be cannot make 
bis descent upon land.

FINANCIAL. 

The local money market during tbe 
week, on a< count ot the quietude in busi- 
ness, lias been remarkably dull, and col- 
lect ions have been rather difficult among 
merchants Nevertheless, applications 
to tbe banks by them for accommoiation 
have not been frequent, but the bankers 
are in a position to discount all tbe ac- 
ceptable paper offering, and tbe market 
is ta-y to first -class borrowers. The 
bankers, however, are still scrutinizing 
closely, and some are contin ng tbeir at- 
tention to depositors There is very lit- 
tle pap 1 r of a speculative character of- 
fering, the few applications that are be- 
ing mad* are mainly for regular busi- 
ness purpose*, and are well distributed 
through the different braoches of trade. 
Rates of discount are unchanged and 
steady, being 9 per cent on bills, and on 
plain notes ranging from 12 to IS per 
■ ent. 

Exchange bas been and is yet scarce, 
and on »c< ouul ot the scared iv has bum 
firm at % premium, as a counter rate, 
but toward th* latter part of the week, 
superinduced no doubt by tbe more lib- 
ers 1 transactions of the tobacco mer- 
chants, exchange became a little more 
p'entilul, and tankers were generally 
aide to precure it Irom each other at I 10.

COMMERCIAL. 

Mutters in the general markets of this 
c ty h*ve t een unusually dull during 
the week, though the dullness may with- 
out hesitancy be imputed to the 11 ncom- 
monly bad weather. With the exception 
of tbe last two days it has rained every 
day, and has even threatened to rain on 
thiae days: therefore, in the natural 
coui.se of thing*, we may expect fair 
weathir mxt week, which will bring 
»b< ut a healthy reaction no doubt. Prices 
huve leen well maintained, however, in 
moat commodities, and, in some in- 
stsnees, have advanced, though, for the 
m< st part, the changes are almost imper- 
ceptible. 

The proi i-ion market bas relaxed a 
little during the week, but deaiers hxve 
not been wj ling to make sales at any 
nolab y low figures, though they have 
generally pr- tty well met the market A 
confidence is felt tbat prices will be mu-h 
belter. Tbe market closed Ihia.afteruoor 
at the same quotations we published 
yesterday, though with a much bettei 
testing. We note sales to-day of 100 
casks of clear rib sides at 17J£c. 

A ou'l aud lifeless Hour market is re- 
potted, and the best grades of family can 
be bought at $11 25, and offered in many 
esaea at fll with' ut finding buyers, who 
are contenciqg for still further conces- 
sions, but the receipts ate light and hold- 
ers ate careless about selling except at 
full pricea This seems to be the state of 
•be msiket iu nearly all the Western 
cities, snd a change tor better or even for 
worse cannot be expected until some- 
thing certain e»n be predicted concerning 
the coming harvest. 

The grocery market has been remark- 
ably uneba; ged lor a mouth, though the 
demand ia steady. Sug-trs have stiffened 
up a little, but are quotably tbe same. 
There is tome increase in the demand tor 
coffee, thcugli avide from th« sales which 
are being made by the jobbing-houses 
there is net much doing. Consumers, 
however, a>e buying more freely, as they 
dc not anticipate any material change in 
pti> ee soon. 

Grain has been steady during the week 
except rye. For a time prices were nota- 
bly advancing, but toward the latter part 
ot the week it fell again to the st»rting 
point. Corn has advanced a little, and 
cats have somewhat improved. There is 
in all the different grains a pretty fair lo- 
cal demand, and sales generally, though 
not entirely satisfactory, are pretty good. 

In whisky there is nothing new to re- 
poit. The market is, however, steady, 
with prices firm at quotations, with a 
tendency to advance. 

The cotton market during the week 
bas been dull and irregular, ana in this 
market transactions have been unques- 
tionably light. Biyers and sellers are 
still apart in tbeir yiews, and neither 
seem inclined to yield. Holders are cire- 
lets about ae'ling, aud generally are con- 
fident of realiz ng higher figures, and 
there is not much on the market, while 
l uyers have not the n»rveto operate with 
any freedom at tbe figures now current.
